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Additional Backup Information:
The contract will provide 15kV medium voltage circuit breakers. Circuit breakers are used to protect medium
voltage distribution lines, substation equipment, and the distribution system. The circuit breakers are essential
to maintain the safety and reliability of the electrical system by performing switching and protection functions in
Austin Energy substations.

The requested authorization amount will allow Austin Energy to replace circuit breakers that are at end of life.
